George Lingenfelter of Concord 
Street, meeting with the board at 
about 9 pm presented a letter, with 
copies to the press, of information 
he said he had received from the 
Massachusetts Department of Nat- 
ural Resourses, 

According to Lingenfelter, not 
only was the Wilmington Develop- 
ment Company in violation of the 
Haten Act, pertaining to drainage, 
ete of natural waterways, but so 
was the Town of Wilmington. 

‘The letter he wrote to the board 
Tread: 

*The Division of Conservation, 

in response to a letter Isent them, 
have informed me of the following 
facts: 
(1) Officer Thomas Riccardi, 
Department of Natural Resources, 
Law Enforcement Division has no- 
tiffed the Division of Conservation 
Services that the Wilmington De- 
velopment Company, 39 Emerson 
Road, Waltham, is in violation of 
the Hatch Act by building a road 
through natural wet lands without 
permission and without a Hatch 
Act heaeing in Wilmington, Mass, 

(2) The Town of Wilmington has 
been placed in violation of the Hatch 
Act by the action ofthe Wilmington 
Development Company, 39 Emer- 
son Road, Waltham, by failure to 
call a public hearing on the Hatch 
Act, This is in relation to a parcel 
of land not included in the original 
hearing on September 7, 1967, on 
parcel 31G, Maps 78 & 79 (Tax 
Assessor’s Maps, Ed,) 

(8) That the Wilmington Develop- 
ment Company must file a plan of 
what they intend to do in the future 
under the provisions of the Hatch 
Act with the Division of Conserva- 
tion Services as high density con- 
struction could pollute the drinking 
water source os Reading, Lynnfield 


" and other towns taking water from 


the Ipswich River, This fact could 
bring the Dept, of Public Health 
Act #11 sanitary code into the pic- 
ture for’ legal action against the 
Wilmington Development Company 

(4) That there is a possibility of 
ledge under the proposed land 
which could prevent the building of 
proper leaching figlds over 2,000 
gallons, 

It has been the operation of 
Wilmington Development Company 
to act in violation of town building 
and other ordinances and then get 
permission after the fact, This is 
the current situation with the road 
it has built. As they are now in 
violation of the Hatch Act, immed- 
fate action should be taken by the 
Law Enforcement Division, De- 
partment of Natural Resources, 

Sincerely, George Lingenfelter’ 

After reading his letter with his 
alleged facts, Lingenfelter went on 
to say that the Wilmington Devel- 
opment Company was building a 
road to an island, in the middle of 
their 11 acre property, behind their 
present site, and, Lingenfelter said 
they had removed atleast 100 cubic 
yards of fill, which had truckea 
off the site, he hinted. The road 
went out of the island and into the 
swamp, and was in further viola- 
tion of the Hatch Act, according 
to Lingenfelter, 

It was his understanding that the 
Wilmington Development Company 
had been given a deadline of May 
One, by the state, and he went on 
to say that the Idaching beds in 
areas for industrial development 
must be 50 feet above ledge, and 
that this couldn’t be, because he 
knew that there was ledge 15 feet 
below his own home, 

Selectman James Miceli was the 
first to speak, after Lingenfelter, 
He assured the other Selectmen 
that Lingenfelter was correct, and 
that the area being worked was out- 
side the bounds of the previous 
Hatch Act hearing, He went on and 
made a motion to notify the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, be- 
cause the town was in violation be- 
caus the Wilmington Development 
Company had not chosen to notify 
the Board of Selectmen, 

Miceli went on to move that the 
town infatiate action, and the the 
Town officials be sent down there

icel!"s motion (or motions) 
were not seconded, Chairman 
Boylen asked the Town Engineer 
for his opinion, 

Arthur Harding, Town Engineer, 
said that it was difficult to des- 
eribe the work as a road, but that 
there was a driveway, and some 
excavation had been done on the 
inner part of the property. Whe- 
ther or not there was marsh being 
filled he could not determine, Gra~ 
vel had been romoved, but he did 
not know whether or not it had been 
removed from the Wilmington De- 
velopment property. If it had been 
moved to another part of the Wil- 
mington Development property, 
Harding said, then it was not in 
violation of any town laws, and 
there was no evidence that the gra~ 
vel was being taken off the pro- 
perty, The filling around the bulld- 
ing being built for Avco had not 
been completed, as of the last hear- 
ing of the Hatch Act, Harding told 
the Selectmen, 

TM Sterling Morris suggested 
that if the area delineated in the 
original Hatch Act hearing had 
been exceeded, and that if the gra- 
vel operations were in violation, 
then the town should take steps, 

James Banda thought it was a 
matter of opinions, as to whether 
or not the Selectmen should be 
involved, 

Miceif spoke up again to say 
that they were ‘here and thus’ in- 
volved, and that the Department 
of Natural Resourses should be 
requested to take action, aften an

Appelate Tax Cases 
Have Been Dropped 


Twenty disgruntled Wilmington 
residential tax payers have now 
dropped their appeals before the 
Appellate Tax Board, after five 
others had been heard, and all five 
cases denied, The last case heard, 
for a Del Drive property, was on 
March 28th, 

None of the five cases had their 
arguments presented by an at- 
torney. The cost of making an ap- 
peal before the tax board is $5. 

‘The twenty five appeals were a 
result of the controversial 1965 
appraisals of former Principal 
Assessor Frederick E Grimes, 
Grimes had started a program of 
peice-meal reappraisals in Wil- 
mington, He began with Commer- 
eo ‘and Industrial properties, and 

then went on to Residential pro- 
perties, proposing to take sixyears 
for the residential program, and 
raise assessments in successive 
years in successive sections of 
the town, 

The results led to a series of 


protest meetings, 

About a dozen of the Industrial 
and Commercial property owners 
succeeded in having an injunction 
issued by the Superior Court which 
temporarily stopped all tax pro- 
ceedings while the merits of the 
tax proceedings were debated be- 
fore the court. The results, how- 
ever, were inconclusive, 

The Residential property meet- 
ings became sem{-political, Final- 
ly twenty five of the residential 
property owners decided to take 
their cases to the Appellate Tax 
Board, All were from the area 
where Grimes had started his 
controversial program, along the 
Chestnut Street - Burlington Ave, 
district, 

So far as is known only one case 
now remains before the Appellate 
Tax Board, that of the Evans Farm 
in North Wilmington, in which the 
assessments were increased about 
ten-fold, to more than a third of 
a million dollars, °

ter, was in laying the famed Cot- 
ton Street, on Burlington Avenue - 
a test by the U S Government on 
the road keeping abilities of cot- 
ton, 

The test worked out wonderfully 
well, and for nearly 25 yearsthere 
was no need of repairs on that 
street, where the cotton had been 
laid, Finally the old surface is 
being removed, to make way for 
a wider street, 

And Jimmy White, now Superin- 
tendent of Streets for the past thirty 
two years, is in charge of putting 
in a mew Burlington Avenue, this 
time as his last job for the High- 
‘way Department. 

Jimmy is a hardbitten character 
who can best be described as a 
Little Frenchman’ - a rugged na~ 
tive of Wilmington, and a hard 
worker all of his life. 

The son of the late Raymond J 
White and Mary Josephine Sur- 
rette White, he was born on April 
23, 1898, in a home which still 
stands on Woburn Street, in North 
Wilmington, 

As a high school student, and 
afterwards, he was an outstanding 
ball player, He was the catcher, 
and Walter Surrette the pitcher, in 
the Class of 1917, and they both 
played semi-pro, after that, ina 
baseball battery that acquired 
more than a little fame, 

Jimmy went to work with the 
Boston & Maine Railroad for three 
years, then was @ shipper. for the 
North Packing Provision Company 
of Somerville for 10 years, Then 
he went to work for the First 
National Stores, managing a store 
in North Woburn, and then the 
Wilmington Center Store, He didn’t 
like that job, and quit to work for 
the Highway Department, 

Jimmy White worked as a la- 
borer for eight years, before he 
was promoted to be the Superin- 
tendent of Highways, 

He has seen a lot of changes 
in $2 years, all for the better. 
Most of the work used to be done 
by hand, but the Highway Depart- 
ment is now highly mechanized, 
Years ago the sanding of the streets 
in Wilmington, consisted of having 
two men stand in back of a truck, 
and throw sand on the streets with 
shovels, And there was old John 
Frotton, still remembered by many 
Wilmington residents, who used to 
get up to Wilmington Square every 
morning at 5 am, and sweep out the 
entire area by hand, with a brook, 
and a wheel barrow. 

These days are past, Sand is 
strewn mechanically, and the 
streets swept by machinery, But 
Jimmy can remember it all, 

There is to be a testimonial for 
Jimmy, given by the employees of 
the Highway Department, on May 
17th at the Knights of Columbus 
Hall, It will undoubtedly be a
